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City Council OKs 
water shutoff policy 


for non-payment

At Monday’s meeting of the Belleville 
City Council an 11l-page water shutoff 
policy for non-payment of water bills was 
approved to be effective immediately. 

Mayor Kenneth Voigt was not present 
at the meeting and Mayor Pro-Tem Kelly 
Bates presided. 

City Manager Jason Smith said they are 
going out for bids on new water meters, 
but he said he has no reason to believe the 
meters are the reason people aren’t paying 
their bills. 

“It’s better than it was a couple of years 
ago,” he said of the non-payments. 

He said the city will send out the next 
bill cycle and then the consumers will pay 
or not. Bills are now sent out every other 
month, but they could change to monthly. 

Under the new policy, customers have 30 
days to pay or make arrangements to pay or 
to dispute a bill which is 90 days past due.

VBT DDA allocates $110,000 to public

Van Buren Township Police Chief Jason 
Wright came to the VBT Downtown 
Development Authority on March 26 to ask 
for it to re-allocate $35,000 from FUSUS 
to help pay for a new 911 Viper System. 
Instead, the DDA allocated $110,000 from 
its $200,000 public safety line item.

Under state law, the DDA can only spend 
its funds on things within its district and 
the 911 system is completely housed in the 
public safety department at township hall, 
within the district. 

Chief Wright explained that the FUSUS 
project didn’t come to fruition because of 
the complicated way it would have to get

VBT Planners OK staff study to bring ordinances up to present

At its March 27 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission, after 
almost an hour of discussion, decided it 
wanted staff members to study the present 
ordinances to bring the property laws into 
the present. 

Building and Planning Director Dan 
Power said some of the ordinances were 
written in 1964. 

Director Power said there is a lot of 
potential light industrial uses in Van Buren 
Township and they can make sure the 
zoning and master plan have it developed 
the way they want. 

He said TYC wanted to come here, but 
didn’t stay. It found an existing building in 
another community. 

He said the commission had talked about a 
blended light industrial/office district. 

He said he has put together three focus 
areas. First, was manufacturing definition 
between light and heavy. He’d propose 
having the rules product-based, not process- 
based for named products. He said they 
could direct the staff to address this issue

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between light and heavy manufacturing. 

His second focus was on warehousing, 
which has robust uses in the township. 
Currently there are three tiers: warehousing 
allowed by right in zoning for storage; 
distribution center, larger, more than 25,000 
square feet and more trucks with special 
land use; and trucker railroad terminals, 
such as Costco, of 4,000 square feet for one 
or more trucks. 

He asked if there should be more stringent 
standards for warehouse or distribution 
center? Staff could see how this is applied 
in other communities. 

Power said the office/light industrial 
zoning district should be created in the new 
master plan. 

Power said the township has not received 
complaints about warehouses near 
subdivisions. 

Commissioner Bernie Grant, an architect, 
said that warehouses and distribution 
centers have building and truck traffic, 
but they may not be adjacent to residential 
communities currently. 

“We want green space buffers,” 
Commissioner Medina Atchinson said,

adding, “We have enough trucks in Van 
Buren Township. I’d like to see fewer big 
trucks.” She asked about the opening of Our 
Next Energy battery plant. 

Power said it has to have a final inspection 
before it begins. He said it is located in 
Building 6 of Crossroads North distribution 
center. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr said the way the 
ordinance is now for warehouses, a property 
owner could exploit that and break up a 
big building into several smaller buildings 
and get more building space than in a 
distribution center, with fewer restrictions. 

Commissioner Grant said he would like 
the distribution center name to be changed 
and called a distribution “building.” He 
would like staff to look at the square footage 
and docks and other details. 

“We’re losing big in the township,” 
Commissioner Jahr said, noting that a 
business with minor body work needs 
painting, which is not allowed. 

“They are silly rules,” he said. There is a 
difference between a large building that just 
paints vehicles or a smaller business that 
assembles and paints tractors. He said he 
didn’t remember the name, but the township 
lost a light manufacturing business. “We 
lost their business,” he repeated. 

Commissioner Atchinson said things have 
changed and with EV repair all you change 
is the battery. “The business of auto repair is 
different than in 1964,” she said, adding that 
parts come in for repair jobs now already 
painted the right color. 

Jahr said,’Our ordinances don’t reflect 
today’s reality. I’m very concerned we’re 
driving away business and jobs.” He said ifa 
new business bumps against the township’s 
set of ordinances, it doesn’t fight. It just 
goes away. 

“Product vs. process,” Jahr said. “That’s to 
say ‘yes, Dan.” 

Power wanted to clarify an issue, “They 
moved because there was a built building 
for them and we weren’t ready.” 

Commissioner Atchinson asked if the 
ordinance on painting within the township 
is the reason Camping World didn’t move 
back in? 

Power said they have been paving over 
an area that’s been disturbed and they 
submitted a newer, revised floorplan. He 
said he has had active conversations with 
Camping World over the last couple of 
weeks. 

“Have they talked about painting?” 
Atchinson asked and Jahr noted, “It’s still 
in our ordinance.” 

Atchinson said the township was the 
reason they eliminated the painting and if 
Camping World can’t make money that’s a 
problem. 

“They wanted to add a paint booth,” 
recalled Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on 


the commission as board liaison. She said 
they spent a lot of money for the last three 
months and brought in a lot of gravel. She 
said in August they got flooded. 

Jahr pointed out the new trucking business 
is painting and not following the ordinance. 

It was mentioned that painting could be an 
accessory use. 

“T want an ordinance to be inclusive instead 
of exclusive,” Atchinson said. “Can you ask 
Camping World about the painting booth?” 
she asked Power. “We could manage our 
ordinance to accommodate them.” 

“T’ve had no indication the painting was a 
problem,” Power said. 

“I direct you to find out how other 
communities have updated other 
ordinances,” Jahr said. 

Power said some of Van Buren Township 
ordinances were created in 1974. 

Commission chairman Brian Cullin 
directed Power to move on his focus items. 

Commissioner Grant asked if they may 
create a subcommittee and Power and 
Cullin agreed. 

“Absolutely. Anything that would help,” 
Cullin said. 

Power said any volunteers should let him 
know. He said they have a limit of three so 
there isn’t a quorum. 

Grant volunteered and others seemed 
interested. 

In other business at the one-hour, seven- 
minute meeting, the commission: 

e Approved temporary land use for TNT 
Fireworks to set up an outdoor fireworks 
tent sale in the Walmart parking lot from 
June 21 to July 5, from 9 a.m. to 10 p.m. 
daily. TNT has been doing this for more 
than 10 years with no issues; 

¢ Heard Power say he put an overall guide 
on parliamentary procedure in their packets. 
He said training sessions are available 
and he can sign them up or they can sign 
up themselves. He said the planning 
commission and board of zoning appeals 
have requirements for training for members; 

e Heard Power said the state of Michigan 
is granting up to $50,000 and Director of 
Municipal Services Ron Akers applied for 
one for a township-wide housing study. 
He suggested revisiting the master plan 
to increase the variety of housing in the 
township; and 

e Heard Jahr ask if there have been any 
issues with the drainage pond with the 
assisted living project on Tyler Road. 
Power said different entities — the county 
and state — take care of the pond issue. 
Local ordinances have requirements for 
landscaping. He said there may have been 
silt from the construction that had to be 
cleaned out of the pond. The county has 
restoration issues about tying in with the 
ditches. The project is not closed out yet, 
Power said.

Residents: neighbor 
dispute shouldn’t 


lead to new law 


The Belleville City Council has been 
taking comments from residents for several 
meetings on an issue and on Monday, there 
was a public hearing on the proposed, 
amended Animal Ordinance. There will 
be another public hearing on the Animal 
Ordinance on April 15. 

On Monday, there was new comment 
from several residents pointing out that this 
started as a dispute between two neighbors 
over a rooster and has grown into an 
ordinance that will be effective citywide 
that will limit residents’ enjoyment of their 
animals. 

Those animals that aren’t bothering 
anyone shouldn’t be limited, several noted. 
Arbitrary numbers of how many dogs or 
cats or other animals should be allowed are 
not necessary, they say. 

There were concerns from residents about 
their rescue and fostering activities that 
would be curtailed if the ordinance went 
into effect. There were fears of neighbors 
spying into other neighbors’ houses to count 
how many pets they have and turn them in. 

And, how long does the city keep a pet 
before it possibly gets euthanized? It’s up 
to 10 business days now in the constantly 
changing ordinance. Some question 
whether an ordinance is needed at all and 
whether the dispute between the neighbors 
shouldn’t be remedied somehow. One 
resident even asked if the goats for Horizon 
Park trimming wouldn’t be breaking the 
new livestock rules.

Longtime Van Buren Township Fire 
Fighter Curtis Lunsford has retired after 
many years of part-time service. Also, Tina 
Grishaber, who was in the VBT building and 
planning department for many years and at 
the police department before that, has also 
retired. 

At last week’s planning commission 
meeting, there were round tables with 
chairs around them for the audience to use, 
instead of the rows of chairs usually set out 
for the audience. Planning and Economic 
Development Director Dan Power explained 
that the retirement party for Tina was the 
next day and they didn’t know if they’d have 
time to set it all up if they waited. 

No problem. There were only two of us 
in the planning commission audience: me 
and the man from TNT Fireworks, who was 
getting approval to set up a temporary tent in 
the Walmart parking lot this season. 

Tina had been a big help to me over the 
years and I am happy she gets to retire and 
that they had a big party to send her on her 
way. 

Last Thursday night I got a phone call 
asking if I was watching channel 7 news. I 
wasn’t, but I turned it on and saw the end 
of a report that involved a former Belleville 
Police Officer named Mark Aldrich. I got 
the whole story later off channel 7’s website 
and you can, too. 

Their report tells the story of his hiring 
as a Belleville officer in 2015 and how he 
resigned under pressure from Chief Hal 
Berriman after he sold a car he got from a 
local towing firm for a needy family and 
kept the money. He was asked to resign, and 
he did. Then, he went on to Huron Township 
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PD and had a lap dance and sex act from a 
suspect he had arrested for a traffic offense. 
After he was forced to resign there, he 
went on to Carleton PD, where he did other 
unprofessional conduct including road rage 
and a charge of destroying evidence. He 
resigned and went to Lake Orion, where 
channel 7 exposed him last week. Channel 
7 reports that Lake Orion says he is on 
administrative leave. 

The problem was his unprofessional 
conduct was not flagged to MCOLES 
(Michigan Committee on Law Enforcement 
Standards) by any of the chiefs and so he 
had no black marks against him and the next 
departments thought they were getting a 
good officer. Channel 7 said the state said 
his license now is inactive and he won’t be 
able to be a police officer in this state. 

Thanks to channel 7 for all the work it did 
to get police reports and comments from all 
of the police chiefs of those communities. 
Lake Orion’s chief wouldn’t talk to the 
reporter, but the city council demoted the 
chief last week, presumably for not checking 
the officer’s background like he said he had. 

We see in our Independent file that Officer 
Aldrich was among those getting a life- 
saving ribbon for their work in the December 
2015 fire at a home on Denton Road in Van 
Buren Township where one teen lost his life. 

State legislators spoke out over the 
weekend, saying if the police chiefs won’t 
stop the “traveling cops,” they will and new 
legislation is being introduced. 
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Others say if the police chiefs would only 
follow the law already on the books they 
could protect other departments from cops 
who are not doing their duty. 

A 16-year-old boy from the Mt. Pleasant 
area, Connor James Hubble, who was 
reported missing on Saturday night at a 
restaurant where he works around 10:15 
p-m., was found in the Belleville area on 
Sunday at about 3 p.m. Belleville in the 
news again. 

After Saturday’s Flop 
E. Bunny event on 
Saturday, the Kiwanis 
Club, which had taken 
part and was selling 
children’s books,

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VBT planners set 
Agritourism, Mixed Use 
public hearings

Public hearings on amendments to 
ordinances on Agritourism and Signs in the 
Mixed-Use Sumpter and Belleville road 
overlays will be held before the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission. 

At its March 13 regular meeting, the 
commission heard Dan Power, director of 
planning and economic development, and 
Vidya Krishnan, planning consultant from 
McKenna Associates, explain the proposed 
changes. 

After discussion, the commission 
voted unanimously to direct Director 
Power to schedule the public hearings. 
Commissioner Bernie Grant was absent 
and excused from the meeting. 

Power said the hearings likely could be 
set for the April 10 meeting. 

An Agritourism subcommittee, made up 
of commission chairman Brian Cullin and 
commissioners Bernie Grant and Jackson 
Pahle, have met several times over the past 
year to gather information. It had its final 
meeting at DeBuck’s farm, a very large 
agricultural site on Martz Road. 

Director Power said the proposed 
Agritourism ordinance calls for one site 
plan review with a recommendation to 
the board of trustees. The minimum 10- 
acre site would not have to come back for 
approval every few years, the way it does 
now. 

He said Agritourism refers to outdoor 
mazes, the marketing of agricultural 
products, u-pick operations and ancillary 
projects, such as playgrounds, petting 
farms, tours, exhibits, gift shops, kitchen, 
entertainment and meeting spaces. 

Krishnan said the residents in the south 
end of the township want to maintain 
a rural community. This would call for 
approval once, rather than again and again. 

She said DeBucks run their operation 
really well, but the next person might not. 
This ordinance provides standards and 
a framework to protect the township’s 
interest, she said. 

Chairman Cullin asked if it would be 
evaluated after the first year and Power 
said that was removed in the last edit. 

Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits on the 
commission as the board’s liaison, said 
first DeBucks ran a corn maze, now they 
have a tulip festival, lavender festival, 
sunflower festival, and then they are back 
into Halloween again. 

Commissioner Jeff Jahr asked if this 
ordinance might attract more Agritourism 
and he was told it might. 

Chairman Cullin said DeBucks came in 
every year or three years, “whatever we 
wanted.” 

The other ordinance amendment that will 
have its public hearing on April 10 will 
consider changes to the overlay districts

City Manager Smith said the council could 
opt to approve the policy and not enforce it 
until the new equipment is installed. 

Earlier in the meeting, Councilman 
Jeremiah Beebe had asked if there are 
problems with the water billing and Smith 
replied, “That’s somewhat calmed down a 
bit and we’re ready for another billing.” 

“Tf it’s not a meter issue, let’s go,” said 
Councilman Jeremiah Beebe. “Why wait? 
... I don’t think it’s a bad meter issue.” 

Councilman Randy Priest said once the 
council acts, they’ll find out. 

Councilman Beebe made the motion, 
supported by Councilwoman Julie Kissel 
to put the policy in place right now. “I have 
no interest in anyone’s water being shut 
off,” he added. 

Smith noted Loza Lane was taken off 
the unpaid bill list he had presented at a 
previous meeting. 

He said putting an unpaid bill on property 
tax, that the council approved at a recent 
meeting, is a last resort. 

In other business at the two-hour-and- 
33-minute meeting on April 1, the council: 

e Held the first reading of an amended 
Utilities Ordinance that will pair with the 
water cut-off policy. Smith said when the 
city attorney reviewed the current Utilities 
Ordinance he said it had not been updated 
since it was written in 1956 and it needed 
to be brought up to current state law, so the 
attorney rewrote it. The second reading and 
adoption of the ordinance is scheduled for 
the April 15 meeting; 

¢ Held a 30-minute public hearing on the 
proposed Animals Ordinance amendment 
and then set another public hearing for the 
April 15 meeting because of the mixup 
in dates for the April 1 council meeting. 
Smith had published a notice that the April 
1 meeting had been changed to April 2, 
but he was mistaken. The meeting and 
public hearing were held as scheduled on 
April 1. The first reading of the ordinance 
amendment was postponed to the next 
meeting; 

e Held the first reading of the Mobile Food 
Vendor Ordinance with revisions. The 
second reading and adoption is scheduled 
for the April 15 meeting;

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e Interviewed five law firms, for about 
five minutes each, to see who it wanted 
to represent them. The firm that currently 
represents the city is Cummings, McClorey, 
Davis, & Acho, which was interviewed 
first. Each new council likes to look at all 
contracts of firms serving the city. Also 
interviewed were The Kelly Firm, Meroueh 
& Hallman LLP, Pentiuk, Couvreur & 
Kobiljak,, P.C., and Pear Sperling, Eggan 
& Daniels, P.C. The selection will be made 
at the April 15 meeting when the whole 
council is expected to be present; 

e Approved paying half the cost of having 
goats trim the lake banks along Horizon 
Park at a cost of $2,247.50, with the 
Downtown Development Authority paying 
the other half of the cost. Tenatively, Goat 
Days are scheduled to begin on June 15, 
before Lakefest, and the goats would not 
be in town for Lakefest; 

e Approved the Digital Work Order 
System subscription quote from 
CityWorks for $13,500 annually for three 
years and implementation of the quote 
from Ritter GIS in the amount of $4,500 
monthly. This is to bring the Department 
of Public Services into the 21“ Century 
and get rid of the “pen and paper” style 
of work, Smith said. Each worker would 
have a tablet and have assignments on the 
tablet and take a picture of the completed 
work. This works with the GIS project to 
be done with Belleville High School and 
Eastern Michigan University interns. “The 
fire department always wanted to know 
where the hydrants are and the size,” said 
Fire Chief Brian Loranger. Smith said that 
would be on the GIS maps; 

e Approved Belleville Fire Department 
membership in CLEMIS (Courts and Law 
Enforcement Management Information 
System in Oakland County) at a cost 
of $1,400 per quarter. Chief Loranger 
said CLEMIS also is used by Van Buren 
Township Police Department and Fire 
Department and the Belleville Police 
Department; 

e Heard Smith report that the city hall 
roof should be done by the end of April, 
the DPW roof has holes and so will be 
repaired for $16,765, labor negotiations 
for the police union and GELC have 
begun, negotiations with VBT have begun 
for the dispatch and lockup contract, the 
Jewett Drain’s drainfield has 600’ on the 
south end of the city and so the cost for 
maintenance won’t be a lot for the city, two 
DPS workers were hired and one backed 
out so others are being interviewed, the 
financial audit is under way, and the BYC 
will clean up Horizon Park the first week in 
May and Redemption Church will follow 
up on May 11; and 

e Heard Councilman Priest ask about 
replacing the damaged split-rail fence at 
Victory Park. Smith said the county had 
to wait for the state to pass its budget so 
it could guarantee the grant for park work. 
He said the request for proposals for the 
fence and other park work will be the next 
to go out. He said 70% has to be spent by 
October 2024 and all the money obligated 
by December 2024 and spent by 2026.

access to CLEMIS information, which was 
not possible at this time. 

CLEMIS is Oakland County’s Courts 
& Law Enforcement Management 
Information System for police department 
services. 

He explained that FUSUS is a great 
technology but they could not get a pathway 
into CLEMIS. He said 248 agencies are on 
CLEMIS and they make sure a vendor gets 
only the specific information. 

“It’s not impossible, but not available right 


now,” Wright said. He said Kalamazoo was 
the only one using FUSUS right now, but 
it’s not on CLEMIS. 

So, that was put on hold and the $35,000 
the DDA allocated could be used for the 
new 911 system. 

He said the 911 Viper system captures all 
calls with background, including address 
and phone number and puts it into the 
dispatch information. He said they can call 
back if they lose a call and send a car. 

He said VBT’s system is only eight years 
old and 10 years is the max. He said VBT 
is the only dispatch in the state using this 
model. It will cost $174,385 to replace. 

He said it has been malfunctioning quite 


a bit. It gets fixed and then it malfunctions 
again. 

“Its a crisis thing,” he said, adding it’s 
end-of-life technology and there will be no 
support as of Aug. 1. 

Chief Wright said the need to replace 
Viper sprang up two years earlier than they 
thought. 

“If it breaks, they’re not guaranteeing 
they can fix it,” Chief Wright said. He said 
when it was purchased, it apparently was a 
model that was about to be being replaced 
by a newer model. He said he didn’t know 
how that happened. 

He figured with the $75,000 they had 
in the police department budget and the

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$35,000 from the DDA, they could add 
$64,385 from the drug forfeiture fund and 
be able to afford the new system. 

He said it will take nine months to put it 
in and they will get the bill next February. 

“This is very high-tech and the equipment 
never leaves the police department, so it 
stays in the DDA district,” he said, adding 
this is a sole source so they can’t go out 
for bids. 

He said Viper is in Northville Township, 
Romulus, Canton, and Metro Airport, so 
they can back up each other. The service 
agreement on the new equipment is for five 
years. 

But DDA members agreed this was an 
urgent matter and took $110,000 out of the 
public safety line item and allocated it to 
the new 911 Viper system. The $35,000 
stays in the allocation to FUSUS and can be 
spent when FUSUS can be implemented. 

FUSUS provides a platform to view 
public and community video sources for 
incidents, with, among other sources, 
people who are registered being able to 
send their Ring doorbell images to police. 

In other business at the one-hour-three- 
minute March 26 meeting, the DDA: 

e Unanimously approved re-electing 
Craig Atchinson as chairman and Chris 
Brown as secretary to serve year-long 
terms and Mark Laginess as the new vice- 
chairman, replacing Carol Bird who will 
be out until June or July as she finishes her 


chemotherapy; 
e Approved the Belleville Road 
Streetscape Maintenance Agreement 


with Pioneer Landscaping for $8,410 for 
quoted items, with an additional $4,970 for 
additional items that needed to be done, for 
a total of $13,380;

for Belleville Road and Sumpter Road to 
provide specific regulations for signage in 
these districts.

7. INTRODUCTION OF ORDINANCES 
e Ordinance 24-002 — Amending Section 10 — 
Animals — First Reading 
City Manager Smith presented the ordinance and 


provided an update from the original packet draft. 
The council provided their insights and things they’d 
like to see changed. Mayor Voigt said he’d like to see 
a higher limit for animals than 3 and thought that 5 
was a good number. He also would like to see a low 
fee associated with licenses. Mayor Pro Tem Bates 
mentioned that she would like to see a clearer and 
tighter definition of consistent barking. Mayor Pro 
Tem Bates also confirmed the language prohibited 
roosters. Lastly, she would like to see a longer hold 
before rehoming a stray, from 72 hours to 10 days. 
The council asked about grandfathering. CM Smith 
explained that the City Attorney advised against 
grandfathering anyone in, but instead we give residents 
a grace period for compliance. Councilwoman Kissel 
asked about the city’s ability to issues licenses and 
if we were set up to do that. Councilwoman Kissel 
wanted to ensure that non-owner-occupied properties 
had a mechanism that granted permission for their 
tenant to have these types of pets. Councilman Priest 
asked about how many dog licenses we have in the 
city. He also expressed concerns about dogs and 
barking, as well as the number versus the size of the 
animal. Councilman Beebe expressed concerns over 
the regulations being too restrictive.

chickens only need 1.5 feet of space per chicken.
